Sharp Advance Is Made by 
the Canadians — Germans 
Attack on Belgian Front, 
But Are Repulsed. 


New York, August 6.—(By Associated 
Press. From European Cables of the 
Day.)—The Russian retirement in Buk- 
owina is slackening somewhat, while 
the Anglo-Frerfch and German armies 
in Flanders, with more favorable 
weather, are feeling out each other's 
strength. On no front was there fight- 
ing on a large scale Monday. 

Further attacks by the Germans 
against the British lines at Hollebeke, 
in the Ypres salient between Ypres 
and Warneton, were repulsed by Field 
Marshal Haig’s men and the Teutons 
gained nothing. Crown Prince Rup- 
precht also met with failure in an as- 
sult against the British at Westhoek, 
directly west of Ypres. 

The rain having ceased, British air- 
men took to the air Monday and Field 
Marshal Haig's latest report says they 
carried out successful bombing raids 
and other work. The latter activity 
probably was the photographing of the 
new German positions and the gaining 
of other information preparatory to an- 
other effort by the British. German air- 
men tried to check this activity. Five 
airplanes of the Teuton forces were 
sent down and three others were forced 
to descend out of control. Only one 
British machine is reported missing. 

Lens, the coal center north of Arras, 
is slowly falling into the British net. 
After their success of Sunday, the Ca- 
nadians again moved forward slightly 
to the west and southwest of the town 
on Monday. Severe losses were in- 
flicted on the Germans when they at- 
tempted a raid north of Arleux, south- 
west of Lens and west of Vimy. From 
St. Quentin to Verdun, on the French 
front, artillery duels have been in 
progress. 

Apparently the Russians are holding 
intact their line north of the Dniester, 
and, Berlin reports, the Russians are 
preparing to give battle to the advanc- 
ing Germans between the Dniester and 
the Pruth. Berlin claims no successes 
north of the Pruth, but the, Russians, 
fighting vigorously, are retiring from 
the Pruth southward to the Rumanian 
forntier. 


RUSS GENERAL 
ORDERED SHOT. 


London, August 6.—General Maeo- 
visky, commander of the guards corps 
which headed the Russian retreat on 
the southwest front, has been ordered 
shot, according to a dispatch to The 
Post from Petrograd. 

This sentence came after a court- 
martial which was ordered by General 
Kornuiloff, commander-in-chief, for 
non-compliance of his orders to shoot 
deserters. 


CANADIANS REACH 
GERMAN MAIN LINE 
TO WEST OF LENS 


Canadian Headquarters in = France, 
August 6.—(By the Canadian Press, 
Limited.)—Canadian troops made an- 
other successful advance last night, 
which carried their outposts to the 
main line of the enemy’s defense on 
the railway embankment to the west 


of Lens. ; 
The men of two Canadian batallions, 


in a dashing attack, captured a crater 
occupying a cross-road to the east of 


Cite du Moulin, and a crater to the 
north, on the, Lens-Lievin road, which 
passes through Du Moulin. For sev- 

al days strong posts in these craters 
ad directed harassing rifle and gre- 
nade fire at our posts’ line at night. 
' The attack, for the most part, was 
carried out with bombs, the approach 
being through a maze of partly de- 
stroyed houses. When the bombs be- 
gan to fall the enemy retired toward 
his main positions. An attacking party 
then advanced to two tunnels occupied 
by the enemy, and bombed them, in- 
flicting, it is believed, a considerable 
number of casualties. 

A break in the clouds has permitted 
a resumption of artillery and aerial 


activity. 
BRITISH REPULSE 
GERMAN RUSHES. 


London, August 6.—German forces 
last night again attacked the new Brit- 
ish lines in the neighborhood of Holle- 
beke on the Belgian front, but they 
were repulsed, according to the official 
report received by the war office today 
from General Haig. Another German 
attack on the British positions at West- 
hoek also was unsuccessful. 

The statement reads: 

“Early last night the enemy attacked 
in the neighborhood of Hollebeke. He 
was driven off before reaching our 
lines. An attack made under cover of 
a heavy barrage against our positions 
at Westhoek wa sequally unsuccessful. 

“A German raiding party was re- 
pulsed during the night east of Epehy.” 

Again today the British forces oper- 
ating against the important coal city 
of Lens made further sligit advances 
west and southwest of their objective, 
according to the British official com- 
munication issued this evening. In ad- 
dition, an attempt by the Germans to 
raid British positions north of Arleux 
was repulsed. The communication fol- 
lows: 

“An enemy attempt to raid our 
trenches early this morn:Ag north of 
Arleux was caught by our rifle and 
machine gun fire before reaching our 
+ we and driven off with severe casual- 

es.

NEW WATER SOURCE 
SOUGHT BY COUNCIL 
T0 SUPPLY ATLANTA 


Urgent Necessity for 
Prompt Action Is Shown 

in Statement Made by Al- 
derman Jonas H. Ewing. 


COMMITTEE IS NAMED 
TO INVESTIGATE PLAN 


Complete Renovation of the 
Method of Supplying City 
With Water Will Cost 
$8,000,000, It Is Estimated. 


Due to the alleged critical condition 
of Atlanta’s water supply, steps were 
taken by city council Monday afternoon 
looking towards a complete renovation 
of the method of supplying the city 


with water at an approximate cost 
of $8,000,000. 

The plan calls for furnishing the city 
with mountain water by means of a 48- 
inch concrete aqueduct, 60 miles long, 
with sufficient gravity pressure to cre- 
ate greater pressure in Atlanta than at 
present maintained by the water- 
works’ big pumping machinery in the 
Hemphill avenue station. 

Alderman Jonas H. Ewing, of the 
eighth ward, proposed the mountain- 
water, gravity-pressure plan Monday, 
introducing his resolution to have a 
committee named to investigate his 
plan with the single significant state- 
ment that ‘‘unless the proper steps are 
taken some day Atlanta is going to 
wake up and find out that she has no 
water at all, for the machinery at the 
pumping station, which is old and ob- 
solete, will have broken down.” 

Ewing Explains Plan. 

Later Alderman Ewing said: 

“By my plan Atlanta can supply her- 
self with the best kind of water and 
enough water for her needs for 100 
years. It will cost approximately seven 
or eight million dollars to build a 48- 
inch concrete aqueduct 60 miles long 
from the source of supply. There are 
three possible sources of supply, but I 
cannot afford to give out the names of 
any one because big bonding companies 
immediately would get busy and buy 
them up before the city could move. 

“The most promising, though, is 60 
mlies distant. The stream. of clear 
mountain water will furnish 60,000 
horse. power, and the water on its way 
to Atlanta could develop enough horse- 
power to electrically light ai] the cities 
in its path, and in this way furnish 
considerable revenue to the city. 

‘The bed of the stream lies 200 feet 
above Atlanta’s highest point. This 
height will furnish greater water pres- 
sure by the law of gravity in Atlanta 
than is at present being furnished by 
the city’s expensively kept pumping 
machinery at the Hemphill avenue sta- 
tlon. The pressure would be perma- 
nent and no danger of stopping at any 
moment due to faulty machinery. 

Will Save Thousands, 

“Atlanta will be enabled to do away 
with the expensive pumping machinery 
and save thousands of dollars yearly. 
The filtration beds at the pumping sta- 
tion can be utilized to filter the water 
before it goes into the city’s water 
mains.” 

Council unanimously adopted Alder- 
man Ewing’s resolution to have the 
following committee appointed to tin- 
vestigate the plans and purchase prices 
of the possible sites: 

Superintendent of waterworks, city 
attorney, city electrical engineer, three 
members of the board of consulting 
engineers, three members of general 
council and the mayor. 

The committee is to report as early 
as possible.

lumbus, N. M., where they recently 
were deported from Bisbee, Ariz., ac- 
cording to reports to the southern de- 
partment of the army received here to- 
day.

ALIENS WELCOME 
~ INDRAFTED ARMY 


|Crowder Orders Boards to 
Accept Citizens of Friend- 
ly Countries — Ruling on 
Registered Men in Train- 
ing Camps.

Washington, August 6.—The ranks 
of the new national army were opened 
formally today to friendly aliens as 
volunteers. A ruling by Provost Mar- 
‘Shall General Crowder communicated 
| to the local selection boards directs 
| that all such aliens who waive their 
| right of exemption on nationality be 
| promptly accepted for service. 

Crowder to the Governors, 

| General Crowder sent this telegram 
i the governors:

“Reports reaching this office recent- 
ly indicate that in some quarters the 
belief prevails that friendly aliens, who 
have not declared their intention to be- 
‘come citizens, but are ready and will- 
ing to serve, are disqualified from en- 
tering the military service of the Unit- 
ed States, and therefore that they must 
take out first papers before they can 
be accepted. It is to be regretted that 
such a misunderstanding should have 
arisen. The qualifications for voluntary 
enlistment in time of war are.no more 
restricted for service in the new na- 
tional army than for the regular army. 
Such alien non-declarants are virtually 
'volunteers. The selective service act 
| provided for their registration, but it 
did not regard them as vdeing under 
{any liability to serve, and it therefore 
| gave them full liberty to claim exemp- 
tion when called by local boards. Now 
l that information reveals their willing- 
ness in large numbers to decline this 
exemption and to accept service in this 
| war against the common enemy of our 
| civilization, it should be fully under- 
stood that their service is heartily wel- 
comed, and they should be accepted, 
whenever upon summons they fail to 
claim their right of exemption.

The office of the adjutant general 
received a telegram from Provost Mar- 
shal General Crowder on Saturday, for 
reference to local boards, urging that 
the boards exercise the closest scrutiny 
upon claims for exemption on grounds 
of a dependent wife in instances where 
the marriages have been but recently 
consummated, especially where mar- 
riages have been consummated since 
the drafted man had been called to re- 
port to the board. 

On Monday Adjutant General J. Van 
Holt Nash received another wire from 
the provost marshal, to be transmitted 
to local boards, urging that the local 
boards look carefully into the possibil- 
ity of a man’s supporting dependents 
upon the monthly stipend he would re- 
ceive in the service. The boards are 
specifically instructed that, where a 
man would be in a better position to 
support dependents upon the money he 
would receive in the army than in his 
present condition, the board shall not 
grant an exemption. 

This telegram, which has been trans- 
mitted to the local boards, is aa fol- 
lows: 

“Please call attention of local 
the fact that a soldier’s pay is 
than $30 per month and that all 
subsistence, medical treatment and) hous- 
ing are furnished him. Under the law he 
nay allot a portion of his pay to a de- 
pendent. Many soldiers receiving $30 a 
month are able to allot $25 monthly to the 
support of dependents. In case of @é@éath in 
line of duty, the government will pay to the 
benefictary designated by the soldier six 
months’ pay section 4 of the sélective 
service act provides that those in a status 
with respect to persons dependent upoh them 
for support, which renders their exclusion 
or discharge advisable, may be discharged, 
but it does not regulre that they should be 
discharged in all such cases.

GERMANS DRIVEN 
BY FRENCH FIRE. 


Paris, August 6.—German attacks 
were made last night on the French 
Positions east of Noisy farm in the re- 
gion south of Boville, at Avocourt 
woods and in Alsace. The French of- 
ficial statement issued this afternoon 
Says that all the attacks were crushed 
by the French artillery. 

On the French front in Belgium the 
situation was unchanged. 

he French statement follows: 

“In Belgium there was no change 
in the situation. 

“Attacks made by the enemy to the 
east of the farm of Noisy, in the re- 
gion south of Bovelle, in the Avocourt 
wood and fn Alsace were repulsed by 
our fire. The artillery fire in these sec- 
tors was fairly.spirited at various 
times.”’ 

The war office communication issued 
this evening says: 

“Both artilleries have been rather ac- 
tive in Champagne in the region of the 
Monts and on both banks of the Meuse, 
especially in the sectors of Avocourt 
and Louvemont. 

“Belgian Communication: During the 
night the enemy artillery was active 
against our communications. Gas shells 
were fired in the region of Ramscapelle. 
Some patrol fighting took place to the 
south of Dixmude. A few projectiles 
fell during the day on various parts of 
the front. 

“Army of the East, August 5: There 
were some patrol fights in the valley of 
the Struma. The enemy attempted two 
surprise attacks, one in the Cerna 
Bend and the other between Lakes 
Presba and Ochrida. Both were re- 
pulsed. To the west of Malick a col- 
umn which started from Koritza com- 
pelled the enemy to evacuate the 
heights to the south of Kacata.” 


RUSSIANS PREPARE 
TO GIVE BATTLE 
TO THE TEUTONS 


Berlin, August 6.—(Via London.)— 
The Russians are preparing to. give 
battle to the Austro-German forces ad- 
vancing on the Russian front between 
the Dniester and the Pruth, according 
to today’s army headquarters an- 
nouncement. The Rumanian frontier 
southwest of Czernowitz is also the 
scene of Russian resistance. The Teu- 
tonic forces have pushed to the Sereth 
in Bukowina, capturing Radute and 
have taken heights along the Moldavia 
and the easterly side of the Bystritza. 

The statement reads: 

‘Army Group of General von Boehn- 
Ermolli: Along the Zbrooz there have 
beeen. local engagements, 

“Between the Dniester and the Pruth 
the Russians have prepared for battle. 

“Pront of Archduke Joseph: South of 
Czernowitz the enemy is offering re- 
sistance on the Rumantan frontier. Our 
attack is proceeding. We are now be- 
fore the Sereth and after vigorously 
fighting have captured Radautz. On 
both sides of the Moldavia and on the 
eastern bank of the Bystritza several 
height positions were wrested from the 
Russian forces. Repeated Rumanian at- 
tacks on Casinului and on Little Lepsa, 
north of the Putna valley, failed with 
sanguinary losses. 

“Army Group of Field Marshal von 
Mackensen: Between the mountains and 
the Danube the activity has revived at 
isolated places.” 

“Macedonian Front: The position is 
unchanged.” 


RUSSIANS GAIN 
AND THEN LOSE. 


Petrograd, August 6.—(Via Lon- 
don.)—The Russian forces fighting 
northeast of Czernowitz in an attack 
drove back the enemy upon several vil- 
lages, capturing guns and machine 
guns, but later in the face of superior 
forces were compelled to withdraw to 
their main position, according to the 
official communication issued today. 
In central Bukowina, around Radautz, 
the Austro-Germans continue to make 
progress. Radautz and several other 
towns have been captured and the By- 
stritza river has been crossed by the 
enemy. The communication says: 

“West of Brody insignificant enemy 
attacks were beaten off. Northeast of 
Czernowitz, in the region of the vil- 
lages of Toperrovce and Rarancze, our 
advanced detachments, developing an 
offensive, occupied a series of heights 
and drove the enemy back to the above 
mentioned villages. As an outcome of 
a daring attack by a detachment we 
captured a four-gun battery and some 
machine guns. 

“Afterward, the enemy, advancing in 
superior force, compelled our troops to 
retire to our main position. It being 
impossible to remove the puns we cap- 
tured, they were rendered. useless, the 
breeches having heen removed. 

“South of Czernowitz the enemy con- 
tinues to advance, chiefly in the regions 
of Dolina, the river Sereth and the 
Suchawa and is pressing back our 
troops. The villages of Olyboka, Ko- 
menka, Wosczinec, Chdikrolva and the 
town of Radautz were occupied by the 
enemy. 

“An attempt to hold back the ad- 
Vancing enemy in the region northwest 
of Radautz was unsuccessful. 

“Rumainian front: In the direction 
of Kimpolung the enemy continues his 
offensive. Owing to the instability of 
certain of our units, we have been 
forced to retire somewhat toward the 
east. The enemy has crossed the By- 
stritza river. 

“On the night of the 5th our afir- 
planes dropped a number of hombs on 
the railway station at Baranovitchi 
(southwest of Minsk). Direct hits were 
observed,” 


ITALIAN TROOPS 
DRIVE AUSTRIANS 
ON JULIAN FRONT 


Rome, August 6.—Italian troops in 
attacks on the Julian front yesterday 
extended the Italian lines south *of 
Boscomalo.

Occupation Tax Put on Lobbyists. 


A feature of the house’s action on the 
bill was the adoption of an amendment 
by Mr. Conger, of Decatur, adding a 
special paragraph levying a tax of $256 
per session on every lobbyist who comes 
to Atlanta during a session of the legis- 
lature, and adoption of the motion by 
Dr. White, of Fulton, to strike the 
paragraph levying a tax of $25 on mag- 
netic healers, on the ground that such 
practitioners have no standing in law 
and to levy an occupation tax on them 
will give them legal recognition.

MORE ROCKS HIT 
FOOD CONTROL 


Bitter Fight in Senate on 


- Conference Report—Reed, 


Hardwick and Others At- 
tack Report—Chamberlain 
Denounces Opposition. 


Washington, August 6.—Resumption 
of senate debate today on the confer- 
ence report of the administration food 
control bill was marked by bitter ex- 
changes between those advocating and 
those opposing the legislation. After 
a day’s discussion of the bill as finally 
drafted by the conferees administra- 
tion leaders and some of the chief op- 
ponents said it would be disposed of 


Wednesday. 

Senator Chamberlain, the administra- 
tion manager, and Senator Gore, who 
has been prominent in the opposition, 
clashed sharply during the debate after 
Senator Reed'had made arfether speech 
of more than three hours attacking the 
measure and Herbert C. Hoover. When 
Senator Gore imputed that the senate 
conferees had yielded the _ senate’s 
judgment to that of the president, 
Senator Chamberlain in a vehement 
speech declared that the Oklahoma sen- 
ator had consistently obstructed the 
food bill and also other administra- 
tion measures. 

“I had rather be charged with follow- 
ing in the footsteps of the distinguished 
president of the United States in the 
conduct of this war,’ said the Oregon 
senator, “crawling on my knees and 
licking the dust from his feet, as has 
been suggested here, than to stand in 
opposition to him and to be concert- 
ing, to be conspiring with and treating 
with the enemies of the president.” 
Senator Gore denied obstructing the 
bill, or, as Senator Chamberlain had 
suggested, the army draft law. 

Hollis Bolts Conference Report. 

Senator Hollis, who served promi- 
nently in drafting the so-called ‘“‘lead- 
ers’ compromise” bill in the senate, an- 
nounced that he would vote against the 
conference report because of elimina- 
tion of his amendment designed to ex- 
empt labor unions from the provisions 
of the bill. 

Recession of the senate conferees on 
the provision for a congressional com- 
mittee to supervise war expenditures, 
stricken out largely because of the 
president’s strong opposition, was de- 
nounced by Senator Hardwick and de- 
fended by Senators Williams and Wol- 
cott. 

Senator Williams declared that there 
is either more’ intended than is ap- 
parent in the language of the .proposal 
to create the joint committee on war 
expenditures or it is unnecssSary: 

“If it uas any ulterior purpose, what 
is it?” he demanded. ‘It may be to 
display suspicion and create lack of 
trust in the executive whose duty it 1s 
to carry on the war.” 

The Mississippi senator declared that 
were he the president and such a com- 
mittee was authorized by congress, he 
would veto the measure and tell them 
that he was responsible to the people 
who elected him, and that he regarded 
such an act as lack of confidence. He 
pointed out that congress already has 
power to investigate every item of ex- 
penditures, and cited the experience 
of President Lincoln with a consgres- 
sional committee on conduct of the civil 
War as a warning of what could be ex- 
pected from the creation of a commit- 
tee on war expenditures. 

Senator Wolcott declared that the 
congressional committee, during the 
civil war, had abused its powers and 
attempted to dictate the military and 
naval campaigns. 

Most of today’s debate was occupied 
by democratic senators opposing appro- 
val of the conference report. The re- 
publicans were said by their leaders to 
be almost a unit for immediate and 
favorable action. 

Crowder’s Threat to Shoot Resisters. 

Senator Reed, who opposed the army 
draft law, read Provost Marshal Gen- 
etal Crowder’s recent statement on 
draft rioters, saying he believed in en- 
forcing obedience to the selective draft 
law, but he did not know when the 
law was passed ‘we were giving power 
for drumhead court-martilsto sit and 
condemn men who run away. 

Senator Reed attacked Herbert Hoo- 
ver and the men selected by Mr. Hoo- 
ver to assist him in the food adminis- 
tration. Appointments of 13 agents to 
take charge of the 13 terminal grain 
markets, had been made, he said, “with- 
out authority of law,’ several of whom 
are native-born Englishmen. 

One man, Senator Reed charged, is an 
American, who- went through a British 
bankruptcy court, and that Hr. Hoover 
planned to hand over control of grain 
“to a gentleman who. has not 

in a score of 


reliably informed,” he _ con- 

“that the plan is to circum- 

scribe shipments of grain from Gal- 

eston, New Orleans and other southern 

ports and divert them to the port of 

New York.

TEXAS CASH WAS POURED 
INTO GOVERNOR'S BANK 


Witness Tells of Big Deposits 


by Ferguson and Other 
Officials. 


number of 


Austin, Texas, August 6.—The Temple 
State bank, of which Governor Fergu- 
son formerly was president, and in 
which he still owns $32,500 of stock, to- 
night promises to play an important 
part in the present proceedings look- 
ing to the impeachment of the gov- 
ernor—as important, in fact, as it did in 
the investigation conducted by the 
Davis house committee last March. 

Henry Blum, cashier in the bank, tes- 
titying late today, told how Governor 
Ferguson, as governor, the secretary 
of state and the banking commissioner 
deposited large sums of state money in 
the Temple institution. 

The testimony related to business 
from early in 1913 down to the present 
time, and showed that at one time sev- 
eral hundred thousand dollars were on 
deposit in what has sometimes been 
referred to as ‘“‘the governor's bank.” 

Of certain deposits made ‘by the sec- 
retary of. state, M. M. Crane, of Dallas, 
counsel for the house committee sitting 
as a whole, asked: 

“Who brought these deposits—isn’t it 
a fact that Governor Ferguson brought 
them?’ 

Blum said he did not know. 

He Was Reticent Witness. 

Blum proved ae reticent witness. 
When asked about the payment on Au- 
zust 23, 1916, of $5,600 from the ac- 
count of Mr. Ferguson, as governor, he 
could remember nothing of it except 
that there had heen an error discovered 
in the balances. 

He could not remember that, as Mr. 
Crane suggested, there was a check 
made out by the governor in iavor of 
the First National Bank of Temple; 
nor could he remember if when he was 
a witness before it, there had been 
any check-up or scrip given to the 
grand jury regarding this sum. 

The governor is charged by indict- 
ment with embezzling $5,600 on <Au- 
gust 23, 1916. 

Replying to the attorney general for 
the governor, Blum said that Mr. Fer- 
guson also had a special account and a 
private account. He testified that, on 
August 23, 1916, Mr. Ferguson had 
$40.32 in his special account. Ques- 
tioned again by Mr. Crane as to the 
governor's private account, Mr. Blum 
said that the governor was overdrawn 
to the extent of $30,641.32 on August 
23 of last vear. 

Blum hada long List of figures 
showing the desposits of state funds at 
the Temple bank. 

Mounted to Big Figures. 

Usually the daily balances started 
with small figures and mounted up to 
big ones. At one time the secretary of 
state’s account showed a valance above 
$93,000, and at another $85,000. On 
one day in May, 1917, it climbed to 
$354,841.70. The banking commission- 
er’s balance never was so high, al- 
though it once totalled $16,748.50. 

“Did anyone draw interest on these 
official accounts?’ asked Mr. Crane. 

“Not that I know of,” replied Blum. 

On cross-examination Blum said that 
the funds deposited ‘by the secretary of 
state remained but a short time. All 
this money had been accounted for, he 
said, and there was now a balance of 
$15,000 in the bank. It developed that 
every cent deposited by the banking 

ymmissioner had been accounted for 
and the account closed. The § gov- 
ernor’s account sti showed a balance 
of $1,105.05, he said. 

“Was the governor charged any in- 
terest on his $30,000 overdraft?” was 
one interjection from Mr. Crane dur- 
ing the cross-examination. 

“He was—10 per cent,’ 
rejoined. 

Chester Terrell, personal attorney for 
Speaker Fuller, requested Blum_ to 
bring before the ‘hearing tomorrow 
figures showing Governor Ferguson's 
various overdrafts. 

Mr. Crane, counsel] for the house com- 
mittee, sprung a surprise at the open- 
ing of the hearing, when he called the 
governor to take the stand.

KEEP EDUCATION FREE. 


Rev. Rembert G. Smith, a prominent 
clergyman of Marietta, in a communication 
which we publish in another column of this 
page, still insists that Georgia should exact 
tuition from students in its institutions of 
higher education; in, other words, that the 


state should close the door of its institutions } 


of learning and culture against the poor. 

It is unthinkable that any forward-look- 
ing, progressive legislator will sympathize 
with the suggestion of a policy which would 
turn Georgia backward to the dark days 
preceding the public school. 

The falsity and danger of Rev. Mr. 
Smith’s position lies in the fact that if the 
fundamental principle underlying his con- 
tention is the correct one, there is no place 
in the world for public education. In other 
words, the entire scheme of public instruc- 
tion entails a needless drain on the tax- 
payers of the state and is bad, because if 
free instruction in the higher institutions 
is without justification it is likewise true 
with the grammar and high school grades. 

But if, in order to defend our state insti- 
tutions, The Constitution has got to defend 
and argue the merits of the fundamental 
principle of the public school system, we 
draw the line right there; because that is 
an academic principle which we are unwill- 
ing to admit requires defense in Georgia! 

The correspondent fails to bear in mind 
the fact that the university, its branches and 
the other educational institutions of Georgia 
provide educational facilities to thousands of 
young men and young women, sons and 
daughters of poor parents, who would have 
been or would be totally unable to enjoy the 
unquestioned advantages of higher education 
but for the very principle of free tuition. 

When you clamp the tuition lid down 
upon the state’s higher educational institu- 
tions you will say to the poor boy and the 
poor girl: “Your sphere is. to be limited. 
You cannot aspire to higher education and 


- what that carries with it—you cannot go to 


the higher realms of what zZzoes with learn- 
ing—but you must leave those things for the 
sons and daughters of the men who can 
pay!” 

Then you put the state of Georgia in the 
attitude of drawing a line of distinction be- 
tween the children of the poor and the scions 
of the rich, and saying to the former that 
the door of opportunity is closed against 
them! 

The son of the pcorest widow in Georgia, 
or of the most obscure resident of the back- 
woods, if he has the stuff in him to make a 
man ought not to be denied the chance—the 
advantages, the polish, the equipment af- 
forded only by education—simply because 
he hasn't the dollars with which to pay his 
way through school. | 
- That is the fundamental principle of 
public instruction, and as a result of it many 
of this state’s foremost business men, lead- 
ing artisans, most prominent lawyers, doc- 
tors, engineers, some of our ablest legisla- 
tors—the men and women active in all 
spheres of life in the state—-would today be 
working in humble positions of physical toil 
had it not been for the state’s foresight in 
offering the opportunity—free—to some- 
thing better; a broader, brighter outlook, 
through education! 

Mr. Smith makes the point that state in- 
stitutions generally throughout the nation 
charge tuition. 

That is true. The 


vast majority of 


.states—if not all of them—do charge tuition 
to their public educational institutions; but | 


the charge applies only to students non- 
resident of the state! And very properly so, 
on the theory that the taxpayers of the state, 
gladly -willing to educate their own, are un- 


willing to educate the children of parents 


whose taxes go into the treasury of another 
state. On that same theory public schoo] 
districts are permitted to require tuition 
from children resident of another district. 
Mr. Smith contends that he would not 


close the doors of the higher institutions of | 
the state against the poor boys and girls, | 


for, under his tuition plan, “their cases could 
be provided for,” he says, “by scholarships, 
and in the case of those who are evidently 
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promising, by taking thelr notes for tuition 
charges!” : 

So that every student unable to pay 
money for something for which his father 
already has paid in taxes must either go 
through college a beneficiary of a form of 
charity, or else mortgage his future by giv- 
ing notes, and emerge from the institution 
with a millstone of debt about his neck, 
bonded to the state! 

It is not to be thought of! Such a policy 
would not only paralyze democratic educa- 
tion in Georgia, but it would disgrace the 
state and every legislator who should have 
a hand in writing It into the laws! 

Our correspondent must not forget that 
we are living in an age of democracy, of en- 
lightenment, in which the aristocracy of 
wealth has no longer a place; not in an age 
of class distinction, and of one standard for 
the rich, another for the poor, in matters of 
education. We have progressed beyond the 
@ay when the rich had educational rights 
denied the poor—the day when men’s worth 
was gauged by the standard of dollars. 

If we want to face now to the rear and 
go back to that day, there is no better way 
to begin than by relegating free education. 


A BLOW AT WEEKLY PRESS. 


Pending before the general assembly is 
a bill to reduce the rate charged by news- 
papers of Georgia for legal advertising. It 
has been read twice in the house, and it 
should go no further. 

It should not pass, for the simple reason 
that if enacted into law it would materially 
curtail the income of the weekly newspa- 
pers, many of which in this state are sup- 
ported largely by this ¢lass of advertising, 
and right at a time when the price of white 
print paper is from 50 to 100 per cent above 
normal and the general cost of publication 
is about double what it always has been 
under ordinary conditions—so high, in truth, 
that the majority of weekly newspapers are 
earning a bare existence, 

It is worthy of note in this connection. 
too, that the weekly newspapers of Georgia 
are giving freely of their space, time of 
employees, materials and service to their 
country in all patriotic calls, for which, of 
course, they derive not a penny’s worth of 
remuneration, nor do they ask it. 

Every weekly news paper in Georgia, 
from the moment war was declared, has 
been steadfastly loyal and true to the gov- 
ernment, and has assisted and is assisting 
by every means within its power to strength- 
en the federal arm and help win the war. 
Indeed, were it not for the splendid efforts 
and influence of the weekly press of Geor- 
gia, circulating among the citizens of the 
more remote rural sections, in this day of 
anti-service and anti-American agitation on 
the part of the minor disloyal pro-German 
element, Georgia perhaps would have a sorry 
name and reputation before the rest of the 
country! 

But what weekly newspapers are now 
doing for the government is in response to 
a temporary need; and this service, splendid 
as it is, will, of course, cease as the need for 
it disappears. But this war-time service to 
the nation is only a drop in the bucket as 
compared with the service of the weekly 
press constantly in times of peace, 

Every week of every year each one of 
them is serving its community and doing a 
work that is indispensable. Almost inva- 
riably the country newspaper is progressive, 
intensely loyal to the government, state and 
national, and the chief element for upbuild- 
ing in its community. Therein, in fact—and 
not in temporary service in crises like the 
present—lies the real and the true value of 
the newspaper. It is the community forum; 
the mouthpiece of progress. It is a con- 
stant, ever-active influence for good and 
community development. 

It would typify the height of ingratitude, 
to say the least, for the legislature right in 
the midst of this national and state crisis 
to deprive the splendidly patriotic weekly 
press of Georgia of a life-sustaining and al- 
together legitimate source of income, such 
as legal advertising. 


A MUSKET IN THE HURRAH.

THE UNIVERSITY AND THE GEORGIA 


NORMAL AND INDUSTRIAL COLLEGE 


Editor Constitution: The Constitution 
and the press of the state have published re- 
ports of the proceedings of a joint meeting 
of the trustees of the University of Geor- 
gia and the directors of the Georgia Normal 


and Industrial college at Milledgeville, and 
the questions considered thereat held at At- 
lanta on the 2d instant. 

The information furnished has been to a 
large extent inaccurate and misleading, and 
the relations between the university and that 
department are so important and of go seri- 
ous a character that, not only the general as- 
sembly, but the general public, should be put 
in possession of the real facts and issues. 

That is the purpose of this communica- 
tion. 

Soon after the present session of the leg- 
islature convened, the authorities of the Geor- 
gia Normal and Industrial college put an 
anonymous pamphlet in circulation among 
its members claiming to be an appeal from 
the graduates and students of that institu- 
tion asking it to pass two bills, to-wit: 

: | a bill providing that it be given author- 
ity to confer regular college degrees upon 
its graduates. — 
 # A bill directing that it “may receive 
its due share of the Smith-Lever fund, coming 
from the United States government, and half 
from the Georgia legislature, for the purpose 
of demontration work in farming, and home 
econoumics—the G. N. & I. desiring only that 
part of the fund (one-third) to be used for 
the work of the Women in home economics 
demonstrations, including canning club work 
and the cooking and home demonstrations for 
women,” 

This anonymous pamplet also carried the 
following thrust at “the University at 
Athens:” 

“At present all the various funds from 
the United States government, amounting 
to hundreds of thousands, and increasing 
yearly, are going to Athens, and not one 
cent to the Woman's college at Milledge- 
Ville. The state has the right to maintain 
Several of its own colleges in high stand- 
ing, as other states do, and it is not 
rignt that the United States money be 
concentrated at one place only.” 

The ‘Trustees’ Meeting. 

The trustees of the university were called 
to eonvene at the state library at the time 
above stated to consider the extraordinary 
and embarrassing situation brought about by 
the course being pursued by one of its de- 
partments, and to endeavor to restore har- 
mony in the university system, which had 
never before been broken in its history, 
through a friendly interview with the au- 
thorities of the school at Milledgeville. 

The directors and president of that de- 
partment were invited to attend this meeting 
—the invitation was accepted, and, after 
every phase of the situation had been fully 


_discussed, the following preamble and reso- 


lutions were adopted: 

“Whereas, the charter of the Georgia Nor- 
mal and Industrial college, as set torth in 
section 8 thereof, found on page 12 of the 
Acts of the General Assembly of 1889, pro- 
vides as follows: 

‘Be it further enacted by the authority 
aforesaid, That the said college shall be 
a part of the University of Georgia and 
under the contrel and management of its 
board of trustees, Said trustees shall 
have authority, from time to time, to 
add such special features to the college, 
and to open such new departments of 
training and instruction therein, as the 
progress and advancement of the times 
require. They shall also have power and 
authority to ordain and establish such 
rules and by-laws for the regulation of 
said college, and the teaching, training 
and governing of the students, not Iin- 
consistent with this act, asin their opin- 
jon may be proper to secure the success 
of said college.

This institution has done, and is still do- 
ing a great work for the girls of Georgia, 
and no citizen of the state is more anxious 
to see it grow and develop in usefulness than 
are the trustees of the university, but they 
realize the danger of the course its author- 
ities have mapped out, not only to that par- 
ticular school, but to all the branch colleges, 
and to Franklin college itself, because, with- 
out harmonious and united work of all, each 
is sure to suffer for lack of adequate support. 

The directors of that school have certain- 
ly overlooked the fact that there are other 
the university system wherein 
many hundreds of girls and young women 
are being taught, and where at least as good 
work is being done as at Milledgeville. What

Cannot these directors see what a blun- 
der they have made by inviting the hostility 
of these other colleges and thereby jeopard- 
izing their own interests? 

As to the second request of these direc- 
tors: 

The administration of the Smith-Lever 
law was placed in the hands of the national 
agricultural department, and funds appro- 
priated by the state to meet its requirements 
must go into and become a part of the whole 
fund used in the state for the purposes there- 
in prescribed, and the legislature cannot le- 
gally, under the federal statute, divert any 
part of what it may appropriate into any 
channel other than that selected by it, and 
that department has entered into a contract 
with the State College of Agriculture in ref- 
erence to the use of the funds coming to 
Georgia, and the board of trustees of the 
University of Georgia has no jurisdiction in 
the matter, nor power to award a dollar of 
it to any college, or branch. 

The statement in the anonymous pam- 
phlet referred to that “hundreds of thou- 
Bands of dollars, and increasing yearly, are 
going to Athens” is such a gross and inex- 
cusable misrepresentation that the purpose 
of it must be to create prejudice against the 
University of Géorgia to subserve purely 
selfish interests. 

The only monies received by the university 
from the federal government is through the 
acts of congress aggregating $48,287.38 for 
the last fiscal year. 

To this the state added, for the same 
period, the pitiful sum of $60,000, towards 
the maintenance of its own university, where 
no tuition is charged, except in the law 
and pharmacy departments, and 1,500 stu- 
dents are taught, annually, on its campus. 

No state having a university of its own 
appropriates so little for its maintenance 
as Georgia does to hers, not excepting little 
Florida, and it may be proper to add in 
this connection, that it stands second in il- 
literacy in the list of all the states. 

The trustees of the university feel a deep 
dnterest in every school in its system, and 
never leave anything undone that they can 
do to build alk of them up, always co-operat- 
ing with the local.authorities of each in 
procuring appropriations from the legisla- 
ture. 

The appropriations asked of the legisla- 
ture, every two years, for maintenance and 
other purposes are fixed in the following 
way: 

The head of each institution meets with 
the board of trustees of the university and 
States the very lowest sum that his branch 
can get along with, and, after full inquiry 
and investigation, each agrees upon the 
amount to be put in the general appropria- 
tion bill for his particular school, and all 
unite in asking the general assembly for 
the money, and there has never been but one 
instance where any branch violated the un- 
derstanding that no appropriation not includ- 
ed in this budget shall be asked, and that 
was by the Georgia Normal and Industrial 
college, two years ago, when it had a sepa- 
rate bill introduced asking for an additional 
sum for building purposes, and without con- 
sulting the trustees of the university, or 
those of any of the other branches. 

In order to aid in procuring that extra 
appropriation, the university amended the 
budget by striking out an appropriation for 
a heating “plant at Franklin college, which 
has been so badly needed for many years, 
and its trustees got behind that unexpected 
measure and helped to carry it through. 

This communication is written of my own 
initiative, and without consulting with other 
other members of the board of trustees of 
the university because the situation is such 
that the facts herein stated should be made 
known now.

Rev. Smith Insists State 
Should Charge Tuition

progress in higher education, though there 
may be differences of convictions as to the 
method for this advance. I notice that you 
seriously disagree with the view that to 
charge tuition in the state institutions would 
be progressive and even think that to do 
such would be to go backward. The case, 
you seem to think, is not even open to argu- 
ment—and this in spite of the fact that Many 
states do charge the pupils in their higher 
institutions tuition and do not suffer from 
so doing, most of them, in fact, being in 
advance of our own state in matters educa- 
tional. 

The presidents of 72 state Institutions re- 
ported to the World’s Almanac their condi- 
tion at the close of 1916. Out of these 35 
charged an average tuition of $65 per annum; 
28 charged no tuition; and nine made no re- 
port as to the matter of tuition. In these 
72 colleges are included not only the unj- 
versities, but also the technological, normal 
and agricultural institutions. It seems from 
information secured by you that the Univer- 
sity of Virginia does not charge tuition, 
though they are reported as doing so in the 
World’s Almanac. it is undeniably true 
however, that in many state institutions sie 
higher learning tuition is charged, and these 
colleges prosper. 

It is a suund principle that tuition should 
be charged in every institution of higher 
learning and especially in those maintained 
by the state through its power to tax. 
The expense should be shared by the 
State and the. individual, because’ each 
is a beneficiary. Careful study 
shown that the higher education great- 
ly enhances the prospects for politica] or 
financial success of the individual who can 
secure it. That being the case, he should 
pay a part of the expense, especially in view 
of the fact that the large majority of young 
men and women will have to be content with 
what they can get in the elementary and 
secondary schools. The young man who 
spends four years in any of our efficient 
state institutions Will find his earning power 
easily doubled. For this advantage he ig 
willing to pay, as is shown by the fact that 
tuition is charged in so many colleges, and 
he should be required to pay something for 
it. This is not to put a bolt, as you suggest, 
on the doors of our state colleges. It is only 
equitable educational economics and would 
bless the pupil that paid and the college that 
received.

The scarcity of cotton on this side 
of the water and the exceedingly high 
prices demanded for ocean freight 
room were accepted by the trade as 
the principal reasons for the decrease 
in the export movement.

Wheat and Oats Feel the 
Pressure of Heavy Selling. 


Chicago, August 6.—Soaking rains in 
Kansas and in parts of neighboring 
States, together with a forecast of 
showers today over the corn belt as a 
whole, gave the price of corn a de- 
cided se.vack. ‘Quotations elosed nerv- 
ous, 2 to 2% net lower at $1.16% to 
$1.16% for December, and $1.31% to 
$1.135% for May.

Benefits which the corn crop would 
receive fram the rains were gauged 
by a significant dispatch dated Topeka 
saying the rain there had been the first 
adequate drenching in two months. 
Accordingly, the market was under 
selling pressure from the outset, and 
there were no rallies except of a tran- 
sient sort, due to profit taking by 
shorts. Bears were alsd encouraged 
by the Missouri crop report indicating 
a yield of more than 200,900,000 bushels. 

Increasing receipts acted as a weight 
on the value of wheat. For the first 
time this season Kansas City and St. 
Louis arrivals totalled above 1,000,000 
bushels. Besides, sated returns 
from South Dakota were said to show 
larger yields than had been expected. 

Oats traders appeared to be grow- 
ing more and more impressed with a 
belief that the 1917 oats crop. had 
turned out a record-breaker.

TENDENCY IS HIGHER 
IN ACTIVE STOCKS 


Pools Find It Easy to Ad- 
vance Various Specialties, 
Tobaccos, Oils and Sugars 
Being Most Responsive to 
Extreme Gains. 


New York, August 6.—Renewal of 
trading after the stock market's double 
recess was characterized by a relatively 
broad inquiry for active stocks, Pools 
also found it easy to advance various 
specialties, tobacco, oils and sugars be- 
ing particularly responsive at extreme 
gains of 2 to 6 points. 

Steels and associated shares also 
moved to higher levels, though ex- 
periencing irregular impairment later 
on profit-taking. The war group in 
general augmented last week’s gains, 
with coppers, motors and utilities. 

United States Steel made a maximum 
advance of 1% points to 127%, its top 
quotation in almost a month, and 
allied equipments rose 1 to 3, although 
Bethlehem denoted pressure. 

Rails and shippings were apathetic, 
aside from the.activity of secondary 
transportation issues, Missouri 
preferred scoring a gross gain of 2% 
points on extensive accumulations. 

Developments over the week were 
mostly of the sort to lend éncourage- 
ment to the long account, but a large 
percentage of the turnover, amounting 
to about 435,000 shares, represented lit- 
tle more than the closing of short con- 
tracts.

Question of Government Control. 

Thus far, government control has 
been most effectual when confined to 
enforcing laws against injurious specu- 
lation or monopoly and ’aimed at se- 
curing more efficiency and less waste. 
British. zovernment has had but

that government can mitigate 
though not prevent high prices, which 
ultimately bring their own corrective 
automatically through increased pro- 
duction and _ restricted consumption, 
The fixed price idea is a simple-minded 
dream, utterly impracticable where 
basic conditions fluctuate daily and are 
different in every locality [If it were 
feasible to establish a system of fixed 
prices, all sorts of evuasion would be 
quickly initiated, and bargains would 
be made to offset fixed prices by shift-

ing of werades, special terms of sale, 
altering weights and size of packages, 
special credits, ete. In another direc- 
tion Great Britain also had indifferent 
success and that is in the regulation 
of transportation. British shipping is 
now regulated to almost the last de- 
tail as to ports, cargoes, sailings, 
freight rates, passenger rates, ete, For- 
tunately, the United States is getting at 
many of these results more effectually 


and with less friction by means of 
united co-operation on the part of lead- 
ing industrial concerns with the United 
States government. 

For the time being, business is much 
hampered by delay in new legislation. 
The country awaits settlement of. the 
revenue bill, the food bill and several 
other war measures of importance. 
When these are settled, activity will 
in all probability be resumed, and mer- 
chants and manufacturers will be free 
to make contracts ahead.

message to the general assembly. 

Dr. Scherer prefaced his remarks by 
a high tribute te Georgia's spirit since 
the days of her early séttlement, her 
spirit always strongly expressing her 
belief in freedom, her hearty 
tion always in the great affairs of na- 
tional] concern. He referred to her part 
before and after the war, and accredit- 
ed to Henry Grady a great factorship , 
in what he grmed (georgia’s renais- 
Sance in the Industrial activity which 
has characterized the new south. This 
industrial life developed state re- 
sources as nothing else could have 
done, and especially by her cotton prod- 
uct and industries has she surpassed. 

But now since the world war, Dr. 
Scherer stated, Georgia had come for- 
ward in the great vig: or of her diversi- 
fled resources, with whe test to be made 
on her administrative efficiency in com- 
mon with that of every state in the 
union, making for 
democratic institutions.

CAN “BUNE-DRY" SHERIFE 
‘SEARGH ON A TRAIN? 


That Legal Problem to Be 
Thrashed Out Before Judge 
Cranford of Valdosta. 


Valdosta, Ga: August 6.—(Special.)— 
Whether a sheriff or other officer has 
a right to board a train and search the 
baggage of passengers for whisky, 
without a warrant, will be threshed out 
before Judge J. G. Cranford in the city 
court next Friday. The case grows out 
of the activities of Sheriff Passmore 
of Lowndes county, and his deputies, in 
searching the negro coaches on trains 
of the Georgia Southern & Florida rail- 
way from Jacksonville. 

Conductor (Gray, of the Georgia 
Southern, objected to the sheriff's 
methods, and invited him to get off his 
train and stay off. On the particular 
occasion in question the sheriff got 
off, but he carried with him one or 
two suitcases filled with whisky, which 
had been hastily dropped by their own- 
ers when they saw the sheriff and his 
deputies at the doors of the car. on- 
ductor Gray protested to the sheriff, 
calling his attention to the fact that 
he was in charge of the train, and re- 
sponsible to the passengers for their 
baggage. A heated argument between 
the officer and the railroad man fol- 
lowed, and for a time a personal en- 
counter was threatened, 

As a result, Sheriff Passmore has 
sworn out two warrants against the 
conductor, one charging him with hav- 
ing liquor in his possession and trans- 
| porting it on his train, and the other 
| warrant charging him with resisting 
an officer. fond in the sum of $300 
on each warrant has been given by Con- 
ductor Gray, who will appear on Fri- 
day to meet the charges. It is under- 
stood that General Counsel Hall, of the 
G. 8S. & F. Ry., and E. K. Wilcox, local 
counsel of the railroad company, will 
defend the conductor. 

Conductor Leonard, of the G. S. & F., 
is said to have also objected to a search 
of his train by the sheriff on Satur- 
day night, but so far no action has 
beeen taken by the sheriff against him. 
The railroad conductors stated to the 
sheriff that they had no objection to 
his coming on their trains with war- 
rants for the arrest of any violator of 
the law, but that their protests were 
based on indiscriminate search and the 
demoralization which it brought about. 
It is said that the sheriff's activities 
have considerably affected the volume 
of negro travel on the trains from 
Jacksonville. The sheriff announces 
that the warrants against Conductor 
Gray are in the nature of a test case.
